MILFORD,  UTAH 
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Old  Mormon  Trail 

Sometimes  Called  Arrowhead  Trail — Utah's  Historic  Route  to  the  Pacific. 

In  the  summer  of "49  the  first  Mormon  pioneers  blazed  a  trail  down 
along  the  Wasatch  Mountains  and  southwest  across  the  desert  to  South- 
ern California.  This  was  the  first  outlet  from  Salt  Lake  City  to  the 
great  unknown  sections  of  the  south  and  west.  In  the  early  '50's  many 
settlements  in  Utah  were  made  along-  this  route,  they  grew  and  prospered 
until  practically  40%  of  Utah's  population  lives  along  the  OLD  MORMON 
TRAIL.  Before  the  advent  of  the  railroads  it  was  the  one  connecting 
link  between  Salt  Lake  City  and  Southern  Utah  and  Nevada.  Four  and 
six  horse  stages,  heavy  freight  outfits  and  the  historic  pony  express 
were  the  means  of  commercial  communication  between  the  various  towns 
and  settlements,  and  this  road  was  one  of  the  busy  thoroughfares  of  the 
growing  Mountain  West.  The  first  telegraph  line  built  by  President 
Brigham  Young  to  Southern  Utah,  approximated  this  road  practically 
the  entire  way  and,  this  old  telegraph  line,  in  part,  today  is  serving  the 
community  as  a  connecting  line  in  the  modern  telephone  system. 

When  the  railroad  was  built  this  road  lost  the  commercial  importance 
it  held  in  the  old  freighting  days  and  some  sections  fell  into  disuse.  But 
with  the  coming  of  the  automobile  there  was  an  imperative  need  for  a 
first  class  highway  to  Utah's  great  natural  scenic  attractions,  for  every 
day  commercial  purposes  and  to  Nevada  and  Pacific  Coast  points.  With 
chracteristic  energy  the  state  and  county  road  commissioners  and  the 
various  cities  and  towns  along  the  route  began  to  make  plans  for  im- 
proving this  road  until  it  should  become  Utah's  greatest  highway.  Al- 
ready much  work  has  been  done,  and  the  road  today  for  300  miles,  from 
Salt  Lake  City  to  St.  George,  is  as  good  a  300  miles  of  continuous  road 
as  will  be  found   in   the   west. 

As  a  connecting  link  in  the  Grand  Canyon  and  Zion  National  Park 
routes  the  Old  Mormon  Trail  has  become  one  of  the  most  important 
automobile  highways  in  the  west.  Visitors  to  the  Grand  Canyon  and 
Zion  Park  Canyons  from  the  East,  Salt  Lake  City,  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Francisco  all  must  use  some  portion  of  this  famous  old  highway  during 
their  trip.  The  San  Francisco  and  North  Pacific  Cbast  tourists  will 
come  via  Ely,  Nevada,  leaving  the  Lincoln  Highway  at  that  point  and 
use  the  Ely-Milford  cut  off.  A  great  deal  of  travel  that  formerly  took 
the  west  desert  or  Lincoln  Highway  to  Ely,  Nevada,  is  now  going  via 
Milford  and  picking  the  Lincoln  Highway  up  again  at  Ely.  75,000  peo- 
ple live  along  this  route  between  Salt  Lake  City  and  Ely  and  the  en- 
tire route  is  dotted  with  prosperous  little  cities  and  towns  and  settle- 
ments. 

The  OLD  MORMON  TRAIL  will  still  be  Utah's  greatest  highway 
and  at  no  very  remote  date  it  will  no  doubt  be  designated  one  of  the 
great  military  highways  of  the  continent  as  it  is  the  only  all  the  year 
route  between  the  inter-mountan  country  and  the  Pacific.

Brisin  Head  Point:  A  short  walk  places  one  on  the  summit  of  Brian 
Head  (Monument)  Point,  a  thousand  feet  higher,  which  stands  to  the 
North  like  a  sentinal  guarding-  the  approach  to  this  favored  region. 
From  this  point  one  can  see,  stretching  away  in  all  directions  as  far 
as  the  eye  can  reach,  gorgeous  mountains,  forests,  green  valleys  and 
deserts.  On  clear  days,  points  in  three  states  can  be  seen,  and  one 
stands  in  awe  at  the  beauty,  extent  and  sublimity  of  this  great  country 
of  ours. 

Inspiration  Point:  Sparkling  in  the  sunlight  near  the  Breaks  stands 
Inspiration  Point  which  attracts  and  holds  one's  attention  until  the  feel- 
ing comes  to  one  to  imitate  its  grandeur;  to  be  brave  and  fearless, 
standing  high  above  the  low,  little  and  sordid  things  of  life. 

Camping  Grounds:  Ideal  places  for  camping  are  scattered  every- 
where throughout  the  Parowan  mountains;  grassy  nooks,  shady  glens, 
pleasant  groves  and  springs  of  pure  water  are  found  in  profusion,  and 
nature  extends  a  welcome  to  you  to  stay  and  enjoy  her  beauties.  Camp- 
ing out  under  such  conditions  is  certainly  a  pleasure. 

Brian  Head  Inn:  Within  a  few  hundred  feet  from  the  brink  of  the 
Cedar  Breaks  is  the  Brian  Head  Inn,  a  rustic  retreat  where  hotel  ac- 
commodations, supplies  of  all  kinds,  and  information  regarding  the 
points  of  interest  can  be  obtained. 

Side  Trips:  Grand  Castle  and  Castle  Cove  canyons  which  diverge 
from  the  Cedar  Breaks  road  a  few  miles  from  Parowan  are  full  of 
wonderful  and  Inspiring  scenes.  The  tourist  will  be  well  paid  for  the 
short  time  it  takes  to  run  into  these  canyons  where  almost  every  turn 
in  the  road  brings  pictures  to  delight  the  eye  and  gladden  the  heart 
of  every  lover  of  nature.  Noah's  Ark,  Alum  Cove,  Castle  Rock,  Job's 
Coffin,  Valentine  Point  and  Hoosier  Lake,  and  numerous  points  of  in- 
terest are  worth   seeing. 

Nature  invites  you  to  come  up  where  the  days  are  pleasant,  the 
nights  are  mild  and  clear;  away  from  dull  care  and  strife.  She  will 
calm,  strengthen  and  fascinate  you  and  for  many  days  to  come  will 
give  you  joy  in  the  memory  of  her  exquisite  beauty  found  in  the  Paro- 
~wa.n   Mountains. 

Or,  if  you  don't  care  for  the  mountain  trip,  then  Heiroglyphic  can- 
yon seven  miles  west  of  Parowan  at  the  outlet  of  the  Little  Salt  Lake, 
or  the  ruins  of  the  ancint  mound-builders  at  Paragonah,  four  miles 
North-east  are  both  good  trips. 

HISTORY 

Parowan's  history,  dates  back  to  1851  when  it  was  settled  by  a  com- 
pany  of    "Mormon"    pioneers    who    landed    here    in    the    dead    of    winter, 
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MAIN  STREET,  PAROWAN,  UTAH 


January  18th,  They  build  an  adobe  fort  forty  rods  square,  portions  of 
Which  are  still  standing,  to  protect  them  from  the  Indians.  Parowan 
\\:is  the  second  Incorporated  city  In  the  State,  and  It  has  been  the 
nursery  from  which  colonies  have  gone  out  to  pioneer  numerous  com- 
munltles  tfom  Canada  on  the  North  to  Old  Mexico  on  the  South.  It 
was  laid  off  by  those  early  pioneers,  the  last  of  whom  still  survive, 
into  large  blocks  with  wide  streets  through  which  streams  flow  for 
its  irrigation,  ample  provision  heing  made  for  parks  and  public  play- 
grounds. 

In  recent  years  it  has  Installed  and  Is  successfully  operating  its 
own  electric  light  and  power  plant  and  its  own  water  system,  as  well 
as    erecting    better    churchs,    schools,    etc. 

RESOURCES 

Chief  among  Parowan's  resources  are  its  broad  acres  of  fertile  soil, 
its  sheep  on  a  thousand  hills,  notably  its  vast  numbers  of  registered 
Rambouillets,  and  its  other  agricultural  and  livestock  interests,  though 
the  mountains  surrounding  it  abound  in  precious  minerals  which  await 
only  the  proper  development  to  make  them  tangeable  assets.  Thou- 
sands of  acres  of  the  choicest,  land  out  of  doors  lie  undeveloped  in  the 
valley  of  the  Little  Salt  Lake  (Parowan)  awaiting  only  the  plow  and 
the  seed  drill  to  make  them  productive;  surface  and  subterranean  waters 
have  witnessed  a  wonderful  development,  and  the  end  is  not  yet. 
Livestock  continues  to  be  the  chief  source  of  income,  as  a  result  of 
which,  some  of  the  best  sheep  and  beef  cattle  in  the  world  are 
being  developed,  while  dairy  cattle,  hogs  and  poultry  are  just  on  the 
eve  of  coming  into  their  own. 

All  of  the  standard  varieties  of  grain,  including  wheat,  oats,  barley, 
rye,  corn,  etc.,  produce  well,  and  alfalfa,  the  king  of  all  forage  crops 
is  not  more   prolific   in   its   native   haunts. 

Climatic  conditions  which  include  mild  winters  and  pleasant  sum- 
mers are  ideal  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants,  no  greater 
evidence  of  which  can  be  cited  than  the  annual  death  rate  over  a 
period  of  twenty  years  of  only   9   out  of  every   1,000  population. 

To  the  traveler,  Parowan's  hospitality  is  historic;  to  the  sight-seer, 
her  attractions  are  limitless,  and  to  the  home  seeker,  her  possibilities 
will   bear   the  most   rigid  investigation.

GRAND  GANY0N  OF 
THE  COLORADO 

A  side  trip  to  the  Grand  Can- 
on of  the  Colorado  can  be  made  from 
the  Old  Mormon  Trail  enroute  to  and 
from  the  Pacific.  No  motor  trip  on 
the  continent  surpasses  the  trip  to 
the  Grand  Canyon.  The  trip  through 
the  Kaibab  Forest  and  on  to  the 
rim  of  the  great  chasm  has  no 
equal  in  American  motor  touring. 
At  the  present  time  20  miles  of  road 
are  under  construction  along  the 
north  rim  and  this  will  make  ac- 
cessible to  the  motor  car  the  great- 
est view  points  of  the  entire  can- 
yon. The  north  rim  is  1,500  feet 
higher  than  the  south  rim  and  to 
got  the  best  views  of  the  canyon 
one  must  travel  the  north  rim.  Hun- 
dreds of  deer  may  be  seen  in  a  trip 
through  the  Kaibab  Forest,  if  you 
will  plan  your  trip  so  as  to  reach 
the  open  places  in  the  forest  about 
sun  down.  The  deer  come  out  into 
the  open  places  to  feed  at  this  time 
and  as  the  auto  roads  lead  through 
their  feeding  grounds  a  rare  sight 
is   in   store  for  the   traveler. 

The  trip  through  the  Kaibab  Forest 
is  a  most  delightful  experience.  For 
more  than  50  miles  the  road  winds 
through  a  vast  timbered  plateau 
reaching  at  one  point  an  elevation 
of  9.000  feet.  The  Kaibab  is  the 
home  of  the  famous  black  squirrels 
with  white  tails,  the  only  species  of 
their  kind  in  the  world.  You  must 
watch  closely  to  see  them  as  they 
are  timid  little  creatures.  They  are 
frequently  to  be  seen  in  the  forest 
adjacent  to  Jacob's  Lake.

The  Heart   of   Utah's   Dixie. 

By  J.  R.   Wallis,  Editor  of  Washington   County  Times. 

Saint  George,  the  county  seat  of  Washington  County,  Utah,  has  a 
population  of  2,300.  The  altitude  is  2,888  feet,  and  the  name  "Utah's 
Dixie"  is  applied  to  it  and  other  sections  of  the  County  with  low  altitude 
Lecause  cotton  has  been  grown  here  and  manufactured  into  cotton  goods 
at  a  mill  about   five   miles   distant. 

The  Old  Mormon  Trail  passes  through  Saint  George,  which  is 
the  logical  stopping  place  between  Salt  Lake  City  and  Los  Angeles,  Cal- 
ifornia. It  is  a  one-day  drive  by  auto  from  Saint  George  to  Las  Vegas, 
Nevada,  140  miles.  There  is  every  accommodation  here  for  the  traveler, 
including  three  garages,  two  hotels,  and  up-tot-date  stores.  The  dis- 
tance from  Saint  George  to  Los  Angeles  is  531  miles;  to  Salt  Lake  City 
323    miles. 

The  Old  Mormon  Highway  is  an  all-year  route  from  the  north  to 
Southern  California,  and  auto  tourists  pass  over  it  all  winter.  Roads 
lead  from  Saint  George  to  Zion  National  Park,  the  Grand  Canyon,  Ari- 
zona and  Nevada.  Besides  he  Old  Mormon  Trail,  the  main  highway  from 
north  to  south,  there  is  a  State  road,  running  north  to  Modena,  on  the 
Salt  Lake  Route  R.  R.,  and  thence  to  Nevada  points  farther  north  than 
those  touched  by  the  Old  Mormon  Trail,  Kingman,  the  county  seat  of 
Mohave  Co.,  Ariz.,  is  working  for  a  road  to  connect  with  the  Old  Mor- 
mon Trail  at  Saint  George;  said  road  would  open  up  direct  travel  be- 
tween Saint  George  and  Phoenix,  Arizona,  through  Kingman,  Arzona 
This  road  will  make  Saint  George  a  hub  with  main  roads  running  north, 
south,  east  and  west. 

Scenic  Utah  lies  most  advantageously  for  Saint  George.  It  is  on 
the  main  road  to  Zion  National  Park,  distant  52  miles,  Bryce  Canyon, 
Cedar  Breaks  and  the  Grand  Canyon.  The  distance  from  Saint  George 
to  Bright  Angel  Point  at  the  Grand  Canyon  is  179  miles. 

Saint  George  itself  is  a  scenic  point  of  great  beauty.  By  walking 
or  riding  a  short  distance  over  a  good  road  to  the  top  of  the  "Sugar- 
loaf"  or  by  walking  to  any  other  elevated  point  in  the  vicinity,  a  splen- 
did view  of  the  country  stretching  over  to  Arizona  on  the  south,  Ne- 
vada on  the  west,  and  Pine  Valley  mountain  on  the  north  is  obtained. 
Looking  eastward  one  may  see  the  Hurricane  Fault,  the  greatest  known 
break  in  the  earth's  crust.  This  view  is  best  at  sundown.  The  great  rocky 
cliffs  stretching  for  many  miles  change  color  by  degrees  from  near 
white  to  the  deepest  purple,  the  change  through  every  shade  of  red 
being  most  remarkable,  appearing  at  one  time  as  a  vast  sheet  of  fiery 
red,   almost  dazzling. 

The  climate  of  Saint  George  is  one  of  its  greatest  assets.  Summers 
are  long,  not.  excessively  hot,  and  the  nights  are  pleasant.  Winter  is 
short  and  mild.  Snow  sometimes  falls  but  doe  not  last  lon'g.  Precipita- 
tion is  light  and  as  there  are  no  fogs,  the  climate  is  dry,  bracing  and 
healthful. 

The  following  tables  of  temperatures  and  precipitation  cover  a 
period  of  23  years,  and  give  a  better  idea  of  the  climate  than  words 
can. 

Mean  temperatures:  January  27.2;  February  41.8;  March  49.1;  April 
57.2;  May  66.7;  June  76.4;  July  82.2;  August  80.7;  September  71.1;  Octo- 
ber  54.8;   November   47.5;   December   38.2;   Year   58.6. 

Precipitation:  January  1.07;  February  1.10;  March  0.86;  April  0.42; 
May  0.47;  June  0.05;  July  1.31;  August  1.05;  September  0.71;  October  0.48; 
November   0.48;    December   0.66;    Year    8.66. 

Saint  George  is  an  educational  center.  Here  is  located  the  Dixie 
Normal  College,  an  institution  with  a  highly  efficient  corps  of  instruc- 
tors, that  includes  in  its  enrollment  students  from  various  parts  of 
Southern  Utah  and  adjacent  parts  of  Nevada  and  Arizona.  The  fine 
climate  added  to  the  clean  and  healthty  environment  makes  for  it  every- 
thing that  is  ideal  along  educational   lines.
